BURIED UNDER A MASS OF EARTH. 
One Man Killed and Four Others Badly 


Injured. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25. — Kvo labor- 


ers were buried under a mass of earth 
almost as compact as ' stone while at 
work yesterday afternoon, making an 
excavation for/the, foundation of a re- 
taining wall just below Germantown 
avenue crossing of the Richmond branch 
of the Beading railroad. One man, 
Andrew Kovats, a Hungarian, was 
fatally injured and diei^afew minutes 
after his body was rffloyercd.

others were seriously injured, and re- 
ceived attention at the Germantown and 
the Samaritan hospitals,

INDIAN AGENTS. 


Mtoy of Xbein Want to Be Relieved of 


TUeir Jobs. 


gept. SS.—There are 


now pendijng in thp interior departmanfc 
quite a number of oases where army 
officers .have been serving, as Indian 
agents -whose applications are on ills 
asking to be relieved from their present 
position. There are any number of men 
who are nsody and anxious to tako their 
places: It is probable that upon the re- 
turn of Secretary Smith quite a number 
of eases will be prepared and sent to the 
u'esident naming eiviliana as successors 
)f several army officers. There are, 
lowever, many applications oil file by 
army officers who ask to be appointed 
X) Indian agents. It la probable that 
ome of these may be selected. 
.The Indian afithoritiea are satisfied 
.hat the Indian service taken as a whole 
s neither improved nor injured by the 
appointment of army officers us Indian 
igenta. In some instances the . work 
us been performed better by army offi- 
cers and in others not as well, It de- 
rending apou the oharaotsr of the man 
ind not upon his military or civil life. 
It is believed that tlie impression has 
gained ground in official cirolea that 
ipon the whole the experiment of mat- 
ing uriny officers Indian. agents has not 
iroved a success, and that both the iu- 
Krioi and war departments would pre- 
!tjr to have other arrangements and that 
the Indians themselves would be fully 
as well satisfied with civilians. • 


"The Indians are no longer warlike," 


said an official of the interior depart- 
ment, "and we can control them by civ- 
il as well as by military agents. To 
some officers the duty of Indian agent 
is extremely distasteful, while others are 
anxious to serve in that capacity. It is 
often found that tho former class are ef- 
ficient while the latter are the kind of 
men we don't want. Good business men 
who are clear headed, and who have 
discretion will make good Indian agents. 
Plonty of such men can bo found out- 
Bide of the army.'* 
-An army officer discussing the subject 


of. officers ..as Indian., agents, says thare 
are many officers who sire very much 
opposed to details as Indian agents be- 
cause they do not >.ave tuie. opportunity 
&o keep themselves in complete military 
training and ready for examinations for 
promotions whin ordered. Thor9 are 
others, ho says, wl'o have become disap- 
pointed in the service, and- are eager to 
accept positions which separate them 
active army Ufa It is quite probable 
that most of the vacancies occurring by 
the retirement of army officers .as Indian 
agents will be filled by the appointment 
of civilians.
